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1. In accordance with agreements. concluded between the Yugoslav and Rumanian © 
governments, Yugoslavia reeeived prior to June 1952 more than. 60 tons of

2. The fact that earburanta do arrive in Prahovo, via the Danube, and are 
transported by railroad tank wagons to Paracin, is confirmed. 


3. The information that esarburants do arrive in Smederevo and Kovin, always 
via the Danube, is also confirmed. Jt seems that those carburants are 
thereafter transported by rail to Bavaniste. 
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
